HAWAII’S FRIEND OF CATS

A telephone rings in the big house 
near Manoa Valley in Honolulu and an 
anxious voice over the 


comes wire. 
“Please, Miss Satterthwaite, can you 
find a home for my kitty? We are 


leaving the islands and can’t take him 
with us and we don’t want to have to 
put him to sleep.” 

Calls like this come every day, some- 
times dozens of them, to Ann Yardley 
Satterthwaite from people trying to find 
homes for their pets. Some have families 
of kittens who need to be placed, others 
have grown cats that must be left behind 
because they are moving away. This 
small, active woman who is loved by all 
who know her, has dedicated herself to 
this service and manages to place every 
homeless cat that is brought to her—if 
it needs special care, treatment, or an 
operation she pays for it herself. She ad- 
mits she leads a busy life taking in so 
many of Honolulu’s surplus cats, but she 
says she wouldn’t be happy not doing it. 
Even in Hawaii with its sunshine, flowers 
and ideal climate homeless strays can be 
starving and ill without attention. 

Since 1949 when Ann Satterthwaite 
first began trying to find homes for cats, 
she has found good places for well over 
four hundred. That same year she began 
to write the Saturday cat columm for our 
leading paper, the Honolulu Star Bull-- 
tin. The column had been titled “Popoki 
Patter”, ‘popoki’ meaning “cat” in the 
Hawaiian language. It is said that when 
the missionaries came to Hawaii they 
called their pet cats to meals by saying 
“poor pussy, poor pussy” as they still do 
in parts of New England. The natives 
were not able to understand the sym- 
pathetic term and thought the words 
meant the cat’s name, and so they called 
all cats “popoki” which was the closest 
they could come to pronouncing “poor 
pussy”. The newspaper column approp- 
riately bore this name, but many new- 
comers, or malihinis, did not know what 
popoki meant and consequently the edi- 
tors of the newspapers decided to change 
the name to “Cat Chat”. Mrs. Satterth- 
waite, however, kept the charming title 
as her pen name, and now Cat Chat is

written by Popoki Patter. Her column is 
regular Saturday reading for cat lovers 
in the islands and furnishes news of the 
cat world as well as helping locate miss- 
ing pets and place homeless cats and kit- 
tens. 


This unusually gifted person who has 
made Hawaii’s cats her responsibility 
was born on a farm in Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania where cats and dogs were a 
normal part of the household. She came 
to Honolulu in 1919 on a vacation trip 
and liked it so well she stayed per- 
manently. At first she did not own any 
cats although she was always fond of 
them, but one day while living in a house 
on Rocky Hill near the old Punahou 
School, a neighbor friend complained of 
a cat who was making himself at home 
on top of her car chewing bones and 
enjoying a picnic there. This lady, evi- 
dently not pleased with the cat’s choite 
of a table announced that either she or 
the cat would have to move, and gather- 
ing up the cat, the two women started off 
to the Humane Society with the cat’s 
fate hanging in the balance. On the way 
over he seemed to sense what dire for- 
tune was awaiting him and looking up 
at Mrs. Satterthwaite who was sitting in 
the backseat holding his basket, he 
meowed in the most pitiful way. Ann’s 
kind heart could not bear to have this 
homeless kitten put away and she de- 
cided then and there to take him back 
nome with her. From that day on he 
made his home with her and lived to be 
twelve years old. He was all black and 
his name was “Eleele”, pronounced elly- 
elly, or Hawaiian for black. 


It was not until some years later, 
though, when she moved to the large 
rambling house on Vancouver Drive 
near the University of Hawaii where she 
presently lives that the friendless cats of 
Hawaii really began to make her home 
their own. Upstairs there are rooms 
rented to students from the University, 
but the first floor is spacious and opens 
onto a large /anai or veranda where the 
front door is always open to visitors, 
feline and otherwise, and the cats wander 
in and out over the welcome mat because 
they know the welcome is for them, too. 





She says her home really belongs to the 
cats and they can be seen resting com- 
fortably on the easy chairs and couches 
‘n the front room. There is a lawn in 
front of the house bordered on the street 
by an ironwood hedge, and around the 
house are growing many banana, maca- 
damia nut, papaya, mulberry and plum- 
eria trees. Underneath the chinaman’s 
hat bushes beside the front steps there 
are always kittens playing. 

In the rear of the house she has a 
number of cages for visiting cats and 
those who are not free to run. No one 
who calls either in person or through a 
human is turned away, and if suitable 
homes cannot immediately be found cats 
are always free to remain in this feline 
paradise. 

Some of the 
names ; 


cats have Hawaiian 
there is Pulupulu (ball of cot- 
ton), and Pualenna (yellow flower), and 
others are just Fluffy, Zekie and Rosie. 
Rosie has acquired an unusual taste for 
chocolate bars and relishes them, possibly 
because she came from the Sugar Plan- 
ters Experiment Station. 

This energetic lady does not confine 
her activities to cats alone and leads a2 
busy life as publicity chairman of the 
Hawaii branch of the American Associa- 
tion for the United Nations and has been 
Secretary of the Pan Pacific Women’s 
Association since 1924. She is an active 
member of the Quaker church and a life 
member of the Hawaiian Humane 
Society and the Honolulu Cat Club. 

Last year Ann Satterthwaite was one 
of the delegates to the Pan Pacific 
Women’s International Conference in 
New Zealand, and while there continued 


her newspaper column by mail. She 
visited many cat organizations, clinics 


and cat owners and “Popoki Patter’s” 
stories of cats in that distant country 
provided interesting material for all her 
readers. 

Ann Satterthwaite is not quite sure 
how many cats she owns because with 
so many continually coming in and going 
to new homes it isn’t easy to be sure. 
She counts her cats until she reaches 
twenty and then stops counting because 
twenty cats is enough for anyone to own, 
she says. 








THE FROST POINT SIAMESE

There are four Siamese colors. These 
four colors are equally legitimate, each 
occurred naturally, each is a color clearly 
distinguishable from the others and each 
color is genetically different. 


Yet there are only three colors recog- 
nized by the four registering bodies in 
this country. It seems obvious to say 
that the dilute Blue or Frost Point de- 
serves equal recognition and should have 
championship classes in cat shows. 

This fourth color holds no threat for 
the other three. It is not a hybrid. It is 
not man-made. It will, however, provide 
another color to interest more people in 
Siamese and to provide room for more 
competition. 

Since the Frost point is genetically a 
double recessive color, there will be 
many fewer Frost point cats just as 
there are fewer Chocolates and fewer 
Blues than there are Seals. However, 
Frost Points will be numerically even 
more rare than Blue Points in the same 
ratio that Biue Points are more rare than 
Seal Poirts. Since the “sample” is smai!- 
er, the chance of breeding a good show 
specimen is smaller—unless great care 
is taken to bred and select for type. 

In the past Chocolate Points had been 
destroyed, sold as pets, neutered, given 
away, and generally hidden from the 
Fancy as “off color’. The same is true 
of Frost Points. Now is the time to come 
out in the open, breed for type, ard 
demonstrate that it is possible for dilute 
Blues to be just as typic as the best Blues 
and Seals. Chocolate Points, the dilute 
Seals, can be equally typic. 

To start the discussion, I would like 
to introduce the three adult Frost Points 
exhibited at shows on the west coast in 
the past show season. First we have, 
from Washington state, “Prayapui’s 
Mrs. Lon Cure Lee”, Frost or Lavender 
Point Siamese.female, bred by Mrs. Tom 
Boothby, and owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Arnold Ader, all of Tacoma. 


Mrs. Lon Chee Lee has been described 
as “ethereal”, a term applicable to all cats 
of this color to a greater or less extent. 
I am afraid that Mrs. Lon Chee Lee is 
either using an alias, or has failed to 
acknowledge her new husband and ac- 
cept his name. Actually, she is Mrs. 
Bocrae’s -Duyasito. Dhyabilo is the 
handsome mdle-Frost seen at shows from 
Eureka, in. Northern California, to Long 
Beach, nearly nine hundred miles south. 
Dhyabilo and Mrs. Long Chee Lee are 
expecting a litter of little ethereal beings 
as this is written—-which theory says 
should be all Frosts Points. Dhyabilo 
himself is the pride and joy of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Forrest, of Sacramento, 
who are his breeders and owners. If I 
have my way, you will hear much more 
about “Pinkie” (as Dhyabilo is known 
to his intimates) because he is living 
proof that Frost Points can be as good 
type as the finest Seals. Recent word 





from Bograe Cattery announces 
the arrival of “Pinkie, Jr.”— 
a Frost Point male kit, one of 
three in a litter by Dhyabilo 
from his half-sister, Bograe’s 
Iletha, a Blue Point. There are, 
also, two Frosts in a litter of 
six kittens from Dhyabilo’s 
parents, Ch. Rasna’s Ilo of 
Sahwnee and Cuthpa’s Dhyoso. 

One of the first topics in any 
discussion of Frost or Laven- 
der Point Siamese is what they 
should be called ard what théy 
are called. Evidently Mrs. Lon 
Chee Lee has a lavender ap- 
pearance—and this term is used 
much in the San Francisco Bay 
Area. At the same time, Bog- 
rae’s Dhyabilo shows a_ pink 
tone with little blue in the 
points—even though this color 
of Siamese is actually a dilu- 
tion ot the Blue Point. The 
hair on the points seems to be Ader. 

a silver color which is so deli- Rudsit) 
cate as to allow the flesh tones to show 
through. Southern California “frosties” 
vary from a distinct silver color in their 
po-nts to a pale, pastel blue. 

At this time, I'll present “Ta-Lee-Ho’s 
Pat Se Bea De Beaver, whom I knew as 
a young kitten. I saw her again recently 
at La Vona Wright’s “Ta-Lee-Ho” Cat- 
tery where she was bred and where she 
now lives. Pat Se is three years old, but 
her points now are the same silver that 
they were almost three years ago. Her 
points are move distinct than Dhyabilo s 
are, but her pare its’ points are somewhat 
more distinct than those of Dhyabilo’s, in 
my opinion. At the same time as we dis- 
cuss the name of the color, let us bring 
up the question of just what we want in 
point color. Should not a dilution of blue 
have some blue tone? Is a pink or laven- 
der (implying reddish color or the mix- 
ture of red and blue) desirable. Is silver 
just the thing? Perhaps silver blue is 
closer to what many are. 

It, then, seems somewhat unfair to 
cil the entire color group by a color 
group by a color applicable to only a 
few individual specimens, or even a few 
strains of related cats. 

Frost Points of the pale, silvery blue 
inspired the name “frost” which was 
meart to recall the heavy frosts of a 
New England wirter which coat every- 
thing with a pale bluish white color, 
which, in contrast with the snow, pro-

duces the same effect as the color pat- 
tern of a Frost Point cat. 

The term “Lilac” has been offered, too, 
but I strongly advocate rejection of this 
name, since, in rabbits, it is used to 
designate the Gouda color—a dilution of 
a solid brown. It is obvious that use of 
the same term with reference to cats 
could be misleading. Incidently, our in- 
terest in recognition is entirely imper- 
sonal, since there are no living Dark 
Gauntlets Frosts, at present. Our partner, 
Mrs. Fredric Hokin, has bred both 
Chocolates and Frosts. A Frost she es- 
pecially remembers was one in the same 
litter with the All-Western Blue Point 
female, Undine of the Dark Gauntlets. 

Recognition for the fourth Siamese 
color will come sooner if all breeders, 
exhibitors and fanciers interested in such 
recognition cooperate. A listing or enum- 
eration of the Frost Poirts now in homes 
and catteries throughout the country 
might help to convince the Fancy as a 
whole. Readers can send these to me 
(Box 112, Route 1, Arcata, California) 
The results of such a list could be printed 
later and thereby made available to all. 
(Names will not be used if desired.) 
Comments on the color names already in 
use, and suggestions for others would be 
very welcome. We still have available, 
for a stamped, self-addressed envelope, 
reprints of our May article and breeding 
chart on the Siamese colors.

TWO GOOD BOOKS ~ On Care and Understanding 


THE ROAD TO ST. IVES, by Ouida 
B. Blacknall, the Naylor Company, San 
Antonio, $2.75. Illustrated by the author 
and by Curtis Mayborn. 


Four weeks ago, we were fortunate 
enough to find an excellent home for an 
adorable, bowlegged black-and-white 
waif. The gentleman who accompanied 
his wife to our foundling home to make 
the selection chanced this remark: 
“People are getting a lot more civilized 
in their treatment of animals, aren't 
they?” He mentioned as an instance the 
increasing number of veterinarians with- 
in his lifetime who specialized in care of 
house pets. 

We think the gentleman was right, but 
we think, too, that what he was saying 
was in part: “Haven’t J grown in my 
knowledge and understanding of animals 
since the day / first pulled Rover’s Tail?” 
Tue Roap To St. Ives is Mrs. Blacknall’s 
own record of progress along the some- 
times thorny path of knowledge to the 
animal kingdom. As such, it will interest 
the average reader of Cats, some of 
whom may have traveled as far or evea 
a little further than Mrs. Blacknall; 
some of whom still may be long way 
from St. Ives The point is that anyone 
traveling the same Road is likely to en- 
joy this easy-to-read, matter-of-fact, 
account of a sympathetic fellow journey- 
man. 

Since Mrs. Blacknall is somehow 
gifted with a sensible mind in conjuné- 
tion with an overpowering love for cats, 
her book strikes a happy balance—one 
won’t feel embarrassed reading it, one 
will be entertained, <cnd on occasion 
one will pick up useful feline facts. Fer 
example, there is an excellent twelve- 
portion recipe for preparing horsemeat, 
a diagram for a maternity ward made of 
corrugated grocery boxes which will 
please even those fastidious girls who 
prowl bureau drawers from “four weeks 
along” to confinement time; there are 
experiences with confinement, with curi- 
ous heads caught in glass jars, with small 
caters of jasmine-scerted soap. 

At least one or two experiences will 
be new to those who like us are still 
working hard at developing their cat 
Karmas. Roap to St. Ives will also be 
an excellent book for breeders to hand 
out with new purchases—it’s the kind of 
thing a new owner is likely to want to 
read, full of photographs, drawings, and 
sub-divided chapters which can be read 
nicely between retrieving and throwing 
games (Mrs. Blacknall is particularly 
fond of Siamese who seem to have orig- 
inated this pastime among felines), or 
trips from the refrigerator to the stove, 
or from the source of supply to the sand- 
pan. If one has ever placed a kitten of 
any kind among people who seemed to 
have good intentions but on reflection 
acted a little casual about cats or con- 
fessed complete ignorance as to how they 
should be treated, one will sleep better, 
not awaiting as anxiously the “checkup 
visit”, if Roap to St. Ives goes along 


with that new kitten. 

In conclusion, we'd like to quote one 
of our favorite paragraphs from Mrs 
Blacknall’s memoirs! “In the course of 
events every friend of cats will hear: 
‘Could you give my dear little kitten a 
home? I’m going to move, and you know 
he can't be sipped around the country 
with us.” Admit that you are tired of the 
cat—admit that you don’t want to buy 
his food—or that you'd rather be free, to 
enjoy more leisure hours—but never say 
you can't move a cat successfully. Ask 
tte men and women who know—their 
orly secret is to WANT to take their 
pets with them, wherever humanly pos- 
People who have been in the cat 
game a lorg time will like Mrs. Black- 
nall for putting into words rather nicely 
what has run vaguely through heads dur- 
ing many a telephone conversation.

THE CARE OF CATS by Kit Wil- 
son, Dover Publications, Inc., New York 
19, New York. 60c. 

Scientists and historians give us a 
thrill occasionally when they unearth a 
link between antiquity and the modern 
age; but as a rule they are too modest to 
claim knowledge as to the ancestry of 
Felis the Cat. Though they feel sure he 
dates back as far as the horse they are 
not brash erough to say for instance that 
there were Cats in the Garden of Eden. 
Until something more definite is known 
of the period preceding the early Egyptian 
dynasties, where we do start with some 
degree of accuracy, we must admit we 
know little if anything of Tabby farther 
back than approximately 3000 years ago. 

We look at Captain Lyddon Plunkett, 
our Persian, at Teena the Siamese or at 
Kitty-King the Maine cat, three different 
breeds, and we worder when and how 
they came about and how did they ac- 
quire their characteristics and peculari- 
ties. Who was Cat Number One, any- 
way ... was he large or small, striped 
or single color . . . did his eye change 
with the hours of the day . did he 
have a purring device in his thorax which 
he could turn on or off as he pleased. 
Quite important, was he created for 
man’s companionship or use or for mere 
variety’s sake. Who can answer? 

Miss Wilson is cautious as far as 
dating the Cat goes. She does offer many 
sources of information on the subject 
and has done a fair-sized job in tracking 
down records. She shows deep respect 
tor Cats by allowing the case to rest. 
Granted the Cat is an enigma, it is a fact 
he has passed through many different 
phases since his creation which left their 
mark. From worship and deep venera- 
tion to persecution, hatred and well-nigh 
extinction and then again a return to 
favor. Through these epochs he learned 
to fend for himself. While he is intelli- 
gent, affectionate and fairly tractable 
there is an independence and aloofness 
which no one can break down. He walks 
by himself. 


We are grateful to Miss Wilson for 
the wide scope of cat information in 
this compact, reasonably priced volume. 
We can learn much about the various 
breeds, how to go about buying a cat and 
how to care for it once we have it. Chap- 
ters cn manageme: t, health, showing and 
nursing are important and well-handled 
She stresses helpful advice on feeding, 
ceanliress. Seldom mentioned in con- 
temporary books, she devotes a chapter 
to the laws pertaining to cats. 

Steirle:’s dsawings of unabashed, in- 
souciant mcods are refreshingly included, 
as well as photographs cf many famous 
Show Cats. There is also a unique and 
valuable bibliography of outstanding cat 
hooks, compiled by Cecil and Agatha 
Dabney Davis of the Coronet Book Shop. 

Although Miss Wilson herself is Eng- 
lish, she has had the collaboration of 


American Editors in the preparation of 
Care or Carts, and in this American Edi- 
tion ali U. S. information is authorita- 
tively ard completely American.

And if so is there likely to be any de- 
fects caused by this kind of inbreeding?

Yes, such inbreeding is not only per- 
missible, but sometimes necessary to fix 


desirable traits which appear in both 
brotier and sister. It is sometimes a surer 
way than the father-daughter or mother- 
son matings you mention. But it is not 
recommended, of course, for generation 
after generation. Only when one or both 
individuals carry undesirable characteris- 


tics are such matings considered abso- 
lutely taboo. 
Should I purchase a stud book. What 


information ts published in them? 
—Also Mrs. E.S.T. 
Stud Books are published by all of the 
Associations, listing every cat which is 
registered with them. 


Such listings give 
the cat’s number, its name, its breed and 
color, the names of its owner and its 


breeder, and the names and registration 
numbers of its sire and dam. Stud books 
are primarily reference works and are 
essential for the tracing or checking of 
a cat’s ancestry beyond what appears on 
pedigree papers.

WHEW! The weather man decided it 
was time for San Fernando Valley to 
have a Heat Wave. Our homes are 
equipped for hot weather with insulating, 
fais, air conditioning—and as I sit com- 
fortably in our home I cannot help but 
wonder how some cats are faring, es- 
pecially in catteries where they exist in 
small cages with temperatures in the 
hundreds. I most heartily agree with 
Muriel Morton of Chicago in her article 
in the July issue of Cats, wherein she 
states “let's try to clean up the UN- 
CLEAN CATTERIES.” 

I realize it is rather difficult to do 
when some Societies for the Prevention 
of Cruelties of Animals SEE and AL- 
LOW unfit conditions to exist. Con- 
scient:o 1s breeders COULD ban together 
and form a National Club allowing the 
head office of such club to be the channel 
through which all complaints could flow. 
To do a thorough CLEAN UP job, as 
Mrs. Morton suggests, it is necessary to 
Name names. 

It is possible that those who would 
like to join such a National Association 
would feel like the Soviet Author with 
his six commandments (taken from N. Y. 
Times) : 

1. DON’T THINK. 
2. IF YOU HAVE TO THINK DON’T 

TALK. 

3. IF YOU HAVE TO TALK DON’T 

WRITE IT DOWN. 

4. IF YOU HAVE TO WRITE IT 

DON’T PUBLISH IT. 

. IF YOU HAVE TO PUBLISH IT 

DON’T SIGN IT. 

6. IF YOU HAVE TO SIGN IT 

WRITE A DENIAL! 


However, in spite of the above com- 
mandments I would suggest, if you sin- 
cerely wish to help cats which are living 
in most undesirable conditions, you write 
to Mrs. Morton as she suggested.

Each mem- 
ber will be given a show standard and 
allowed to judge the kittens, on paper, 
as they see them, after which these paper 
decisions will be compared.

one of the finest Democratic clubs out 
in the West. The meetings are beautifully 
conducted by the President, Mrs. War- 
ren Johansen, each member given an 
opportunity to express his or her indi- 
vidual views—ALL decisions of the Club 
being made by the membership. To me 
this method makes for a lasting and 
healthy club. All bulletins from CFA 
are read to the members by the Secre- 
tary, Mr. Frank Bjerring. How can 
members know of new rules unless they 
are informed, and the more informed the 
members are the more interest they have 
in the club and The Fancy. Keeping the 
members well informed brings about har- 
mony, as they feel they are participating 
in all phases of the club—in other words 
nothing is going on “behind the barn”.

Fanciers Forum: 

Many breeders seem to think the ‘Red 
Point Siamese” and the ‘‘Concha Flame” are 
either — the same cat (or cats) or else at 
least, that the bloodlines are the same. They 
are wrong]! 

The ‘‘Concha Flames’’ originated from a 
cross between a White Long Hair and a Seal 
Point Siamese. They are not registered by 
any Association in this country and, at pres- 
ent, I do not know of even ONE ‘Concha 
Flame’’ which has both a “Concha Flame” 
father and mother. Also I have it on good 
authority, that the ‘Concha Flame” are bred 
to the Domestic S.H. standard. They were 
seen several years ago in and around New 
York City and now a few have been seen on 
the west coast 

The “Red Point Siamese” are, at present, 
registered by two Associations as such and 
are owned and raised in all parts of this 
country. Most of them, at least, have Red 
Point Siamese parents, while some even have 
all “Red Point Siamese’’ grandfathers and 
grandmothers. (All registered of course) 

All “Red Point Siamese’’ are bred to the 
Siamese standard with the only exception be- 
ing in the color of the points. Many ‘Red 
Point Siamese’’ are descendants of Champion 


and Dbl. Champion Seal and Blue Point Sia- 
mese 
Since the ‘‘Concha Flames” were not start- 


ed in the same way as the Red Point Siamese 
and are not registered or bred by the Sia- 
mese standard, they have never ben crossed 
with our Red Point Siamese 

As to our Red Points being calied Siamese 
—Why shouldn't they be? Many Seal and 
Blue Point Siamese have been registered in 
the various Foundation Records, with parents 
completely or partly unknown. These have 
not only been shown but have won champion- 
ship points and have been used for breeding 
Many of the better breeders have these cats 
listed on their cats’ and kittens’ pedigrees to- 
day. Are the cats, which iook, act, and sound 
like Seal or Blue Point Siamese, with parents 
unknown, more entitled to be registered in 
Foundation Records as Siamese, than the Red 
Points who have several known generations 
of Red Point and Seal Point Siamese behind 
them? 

Of course these are only my opinions and 


I am only a Siamese breeder, not an auth- 
Crity on netics or Color Inheritance. But— 

Albert C. Jude, of Englgand is, and he 
says, quote: “It is the coat-pattern which 
characterizes a ‘Siamese’ cat, rather than 
the mere fact of the place of its origin. It is 


important to realize this, for the coat pattern 
can be produced in quite a range of color 
points. The actucl color does not alter the 
fact that the cat is still Siamese in breed. It 
is the coat pattern which determines that, and 
not any special color’’. He also says, and I 
again quote: ‘The fact remains that cats with 
the Siamese putlern coat are all Siamese no 
matter what color points they may carry’’ 
(May 1953 issue, All-Pets Mag.)

Fanciers Forum: 


In the breeding of dogs there have been 
various breeds originated from time to time. 
Often, as in the case of the Irish Water 
Spaniel, this has been done deliberately. 1 
do not wish to imply that all of the practices 
of the Dog Fancy should apply to the Cat 
Fancy, but here, I think, is a sound general 
principle which we can carry over to our dis- 
cussion of the ‘Red Point’’. 

In ‘‘manufacturing” the original Irish Water 
Spaniel the breeders wish to produce a water 
retriever which would have the poodle’s in- 
teliigence, ‘‘nose’’, retrieving instinct, and 
harsn water repelling coat—combined with 
certain other characteristics not inherit in 
purebred poodles. 


Thuogh the Poodle was the chief breed used 
in producing this water Spaniel, it was not 
the only one, and realizing full well that 
they were originating a new breed, the 
breeders did not call their product a ‘Short 
Hair Poodle’, or even an ‘'Irish Poodile’’— 
for it no longer was a Poodle, but a hybrid! 
The new breed deserved a new name, giving 
it the right to exist with apologies to no one. 

New breeds have been originated in horses, 


cattle, hogs, fish, and plants. No one ever 
hesitates to name these previously non- 
existent forms in a distinctive fasmon, so 


tnere certainly is no reason why cat breeders 
should not manuiacture new breeds wnen 
they see lit and give each a distinctive name. 
the test oi time will let us know which of 
these new breeds are popular enougn with 
breeders and pet owners to justify their ex- 
istence 

We already have the Himalayan Longhair, 
usually termed the Himalayan Persian. Only 
the uninitiated would use the term ‘Long 
Haired Siamese’! ‘Himalayan’ reiers to a 
specilic coior pattern type :ound in rabbits as 
weil as cats. We call these rabbits ‘Hima- 
layan Kabbits’’ not ‘Siamese PRabbits’’! ‘‘Him- 


alayan’’ could be properly applied to any 
amimal who manifest this particular color 
}Guem 


All Siamese as we know them in the Fancy 
(there is also a blue self Siamese exant in 
S.:am) have the Himalayan coloration, so we 
do not tind it necessary to call our Siamese 
the ‘“Himalayan-Siamese’’. If the blue selis 
had also been imported and so were also 
extani in the Fancy as we know, then it 
would be necessary to make this distincttion. 

lwow a new breed of cat has been created 
with short hair, blue eyes, and red points. 
In the current case this has been accom- 
plished by the use of Domestic Short Hair Red 
Selfs and purebred Siamese. ‘The resulting 
Kits and their progeny are not purebred Sia- 
mese, so should not be called ‘‘Siamese”’. 
They are in fact ‘Red Point Himalayan”’ or, 
as they have been so aptly and beautifully 
called—''Thailand Red Points”. 

in recognizing the color varieties designated 
“Chocolate Point’’ and ‘Frost Point’’ Siamese 
(the latter yet to be recognized officially), 
we are only recognizing the manifestation of 
genetic factors long possible and already 
present within purebred members of the breed 
‘Siamese’. Ch. Bonzo himself, and his son, 
Ch. Simzo (out of Ch. Simple) can be shown 
to be probable carriers of both the blue factor 
and the color dilution factor (which in dup- 
licate makes Seals appear as Chocolates and 
Blues appear as Frosts). 

While one does not obtain Chocolates and 
Frosts by crossing Siamese with some other 
breed of cat, but rather by selective breeding 
within the breed itself, we cannot say the 
same for the Himalayan Red Points. No 
amount of selective breeding within purebred 
members of the breed Siamese will produce 
a ‘Red Point Siamese’’--those factors are not 
inherent within the breed. 

Officially naming these ‘Red Points’’ as 
Siamese would bring an alien factor into our 
Siamese bloodlines and neither I, nor do I 
think most Siamese breeders, would want to 
purchase for Siamese breeding purposes stock 
descended from another breed. 

Since a deliberate outcross to cats of some 
totally unrelated breed must be made to pro- 
duce a Himalayan Red Point, I suggest that 
whatever recognition and ublicity be given 
the Red Point Himalayan Short Hair be done 
under that name or under the distinctive 
“Thailand Red Point’’. 

As such this new breed has every right to 
be encouraged and will find a rightful place 
in the Fancy. Only if its admirers have it 
masquerade as a color variety of the pure- 
will many Siamese breeders 
feel it necessary to obstruct official recogni- 
tion of it.
